There are no refining or elevating in- 
fluences coming from the saloon to the 
civilization or to the republic.

people admit all this, but they say: 
"If men are fools enough to drink let 
them drink and talc the consequences. 
But who takes the consequences? 


The father drinks, the children take 


the consequences. The husband drinks, 
the wife suffers. 
The boy drinks, the 


parents and the sister cry out with 
the shame of the disgrace. The inno- 
cent suffer for the sins of the guilty. 
"There is not a flower in any liquor 
seller's wife's bonnet but what is a 
flower taken from some other woman's 
cheek. Not a jewel on the liquor sel- 
ler's shirt front or finger but what is 
the congealed tears of the victims of 
his accursed trade." The women and 
the~~~c'hildren take the consequences. 
Three thousand wives were murdered 
by drunken husbands in America last 
year, thousands of children were des- 
titute and suffering because of the 
saloon. 


The workingmen take the conse- 


quences. Carroll D. Wright, chief of 
the department of statistics at Wash- 
ington, D C., says: "The money spent 
in liquor every year in this country 
finds employment for less than half a 
million of men ; but if that same 
amount of money was spent for cloth- 
ing, boots and shoes, carpets, furniture, 
farm machinery 
and hardware, it 


would set to work two million of men 
at two dollars per day, and there wonld 
be no Coxey's armies to keep off the 
grass. According to the U. S. census 
bureau report the breweries of Roches- 
ter, N. Y., have 50,455,000 capit.il; they 
pay S381,000 in wages and employ 434 
hands. The boot and shoe industry in 
the same city has 53,231,000 capital and

Bullrmul Contractors Desert a Uoudred 


Unpaid »«'! Unfed Employees. 


On August 31 Mrs. Mary E. Barndol- 


lar, of Everett, issued an attachment 
against the personal property of Fo- 
garty & Claffey, who have the contract 
for straightening the Huntingdon and 
Broad Top railroad and removing some 
trestles near Tatesville. A day or two 
later Judge Eli Eiehelberger, of Sax- 
ton, also issued an attachment against 
the tools, horses, etc., of the New York 
contractors, who owe both him and 


Mrs. 
Barndollar for supplies furnished 


the 100 Italians in the employ of Fo- 
garty & Claffey. Sheriff Gates went to 
Tatesville and took possession of the 
property. On Saturday, it is alleged, 
the contractors quietly left Everett, 
where they had been boarding, for 
parts unknown, leaving behind them a 
gang of unfed and unpaid Italians. 
About six weeks' wages is due the for- 
eigners and they naturally resented 
the treatment they received at the 
hands of the contractors. It looked as 
if there would be trouble at Tatesville. 
A car was wrecked, an Italian was 
shot, presumably by a fellow-country- 


man, 
and an unsuccessful attempt was 


made to blow up the powder house 
there. The poor fellow who tried to 
reduce the building to kindling wood 
was badly burned. He sold his wages, 
amounting to 317, toa companion for £5 
and left for new fields of labor. 


The prompt action of Sheriff Gates 


no doubt averted a disaster. He ap- 
pealed to the 
men to be orderly 


and explained that they would suffer 
themselves if they destroyed the prop- 
erty of their employers. The Italians 
promised to spare the goods held by 
the sheriff. Mr. Gates placed five or 
six men on guard and no further trouble 
is anticipated. The sheriff has visited 
the Italians three or four times and on 
one occasion had bread sent to them. 
Oa Wednesday all but twenty of them 
left Tatesville. 


Fogarty & Claffey claim they wonld 


pay the men if they had the money. It 
is said they took the contract at too 
low a figure. They will confer with 
the railroad company next Monday 
and it is hoped the matter may be sat- 
isfactorily adjusted then.

The Blots In New York—Chief Deverj

NEW YORK, August 28.—We,Us & Co., 


who live in New York, are certainly a 
great 
people, 
a very great peo- 


ple. Other 
folk may not see it, 


but we do, and knowing this, we 
shake hands with 
ourselves every 


night as we lay down to enjoy the 
sweet sleep of "the just man made 
perfect," and we take another shake 
when we get up in the morning, rev- 
erently thanking the good Lord, we 
were not like other men. 


I had been reading an account of the 


riots in St. Louis, New Orleans and 
Cleveland, and I looked with unquali- 
fied admiration and delight at a lilne- 
coated cop on the other side of tbe 
street, who was entertaining a natty 
young servant girl with the latest 
news from Canton, Hong Kong and 
Pekin. I was congratulating myself 
on living in such a well ordered city, 
which secured to me the constitutional 
guarantees of "life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness,'1 when I was sud- 
denly awakened from my dream of 
bliss by the hurried call for a dozen 
ambulances and as many police patrol 
wagons as could be spared, for a dread- 
ful riot was raging on the west side of 
the town and the streets were covered 
with the dying and the dead. It was 
not quite as bad as that, but it was 
bad enough to make humanity trem- 
ble, when such a riot could imperil 
and destroy the city's peace for several 
hours, and all this with an army of 
S,000 well-drilled, well-fed and well- 
paid warriors within a short call. At 
first, a policeman came into the pre- 
cinct station, dragging a single prison- 


his clothes torn to tatters and 


dripping with his own blood. 


Two reserves were hurried off, but 


they had hardly reached the battle 
ground before they were knocked out. 
Another hurried call, and down came 
Chief Devery with thirty of the finest 
at his back, and drawing their long 
night sticks, they sailed into the mob, 
which by this time numbered hundreds* 
which were engaged in the riot; bnt 
the clubs of the police were effectual 
and in a few minutes they had the 
mob flying like chaff before a cyclone. 


The row began with two colored 


women who were conversing about the 
riot in New Orleans 
One of them ex- 


pressed herself very warmly in favor 
of her negro friends. A loafer on the 
other side of the street heard the 
speech and, crossing 
over, knock- 


ed the woman down. A man who 
lad witnessed the cowardly assault 
pitched into the aggressor. Then 
some of his friends attacked the wo- 
man's champion 
and 
when Chief 


Devery's fighting contingent got fairly 
;o work there was only one side to the 
battle, for in less than ten minutes 
ihere was not an enemy insight except 
those that lay on the ground. In 
speaking of Chief Devery in times past 
I frequently had occasion to say of 
lim some very uncivil things, but not 
any more than I thought be deserved. 
[n his daily walk and conversation he 
ivould hardly develop into a first-class 
Sunday school superintendent, but as 
a policeman, pure and simple, he 
stands a pressure of about ten tons to 
;he square inch, with his safety valve 
as quiet as an oyster. The riot was 
mrely and entirely racial. The only 
Americans who figured in the disturb- 
ance were the negroes, and they were 
.he party that were attacked and kill- 
ed. The anarchistic 
mob that at- 


iempted their assassination were Slaves 
and Italians, not one in ten of whom 
could speak a word of English. The 
•iot,which began early in the evening, 
asted through the night and was but 
ndifferently quelled till the 
early 


morning hours. 


If the riot has done nothing else it 
erved to awaken us from our dream of 
ancled security and brings before us 
he unpleasant fact that beneath this 
apparently peaceful surface a volcano 
lumbers that may burst forth at any 
loment, leaving such a broad swath 
f disaster and ruin in its wake as this 
and has never seen before.

A notable death that occurred recenl 


ly was that of C. P. Huntington.pres 
ident of the Southern Pacific railroad 
I made his acquaintance in Sacramen 
to forty years ago, when, in company 
with Mark Hopkins, he kept a sma1 


hardware store, and within pistol sho 
of Huntington's store was a party, wb< 
afterward blossomed into multi-mill 
ionaires. D. 0. Mills' little 7 by 
bank was on J street and opposite 
Haggin and Tevis had a small room 
where they carried on a note shaving 
business. On the corner above Mills 
the Wormser Brothers carried on a 
cheap clothing store. Charles Croker 
dry goods store was a few blocks away 
and the Stanford Brothers' store was 
on the levee. In those days Mr. Himt- 
ington was regarded as a hard, close- 
fisted man. Neither he nor his part- 
ner, Mr. Hopkins, ever went into so- 
ciety. No one knew them outside of 
their business. I lived in Sacramento 
thirteen years and represented the 
capital twice in the legislature. I made 
the principal speech at the laying of 
the first rail of the Central Pacific rail- 
road, on January S, 1863 During Le- 
land Stanford's governorship recep- 
tions were given every week during 
the session of the legislature. Tbe 
principal people of the town were in- 
vited, but I never met Huutington at 
any of them. He was a tireless worker 
and saved what he got. In thirty 
years he made a fortune of forty mill- 
ions. He paid 832,000 for the picture 
of the missionary's story. He was the 
friend of Eussell Sage and died at his 
cottage in the Adirondacks, August 13,

It amounts to $10,000,000 annually, or 
$8 for every man. woman and child on 
the Island. 
This money Is either 


stolen directly or used in paying a lot 
of favorite supernumeraries double sal- 
aries. All this in the name of Hanna, 
McKinley and Cod. 


Fifteen years ago Lord Wolseley and 


other English writers pointed out the 
danger »f teaching the Chinese the art 
of war. The hardv nature of the Chi- 
nese, their 
indifference to life and 


death, anfl their aptness to learn were 
commented upon to show that if they 
should be taught the methods of mod- 
ern warfare China, with her 400.000,- 
000, might sweep civilization from the 
earth. This lesson was unheeded. The 
spirit of greed and 
commercialism, 


which heeds nothing but its own insa- 
tiate greed for plunder by fair means 
or foul, rushed in to supply China with 
all the hellish instruments of destruc- 
tion that wicked civilization has de- 
vised. Germany sold the Yellow Men

BRYAN AGAIN NOTIFIED. 


His Speech of Acceptance, 


At Topeka, Kan., on August 23 Will- 


iam Jennings Bryan 
received the 


second official notification of his nom- 
ination for the presidency, by the Pop- 
ulist party, Thomas M. Patterson, of 
Colorado, acting as spokesman of the 
party in making it. Mr. Bryan was 
at the same time informed of the in- 
dorsement oi his candidacy by the 
United. Slates Monetary League, this 
notification teing given by A. W. 
Rncker. The ceremonies occurred in 
the teautif ul grounds of the state cap- 
itol and were witnessed by a large 
number of people. Mr. Bryan replied 
to the notification speeches as follows: 


In accepting the presidential nomi- 


nation which you tender on behalf of 
the Populist party I desire to give em- 
phatic recognition to the educational 
work done by your party. The Popu- 
list party, as an organization, and the 
farmer alliances and the labor organ- 
izations from which they sprung have 
done much to arouse the people to a 
study of economic and industrial ques 
tions. Believing as I do that truth 
grows not in seclusion but in the open 
field, and that it thrives best in the 
sunlight of full and free debate, I have 
confidence that the discussion which 
your party has compelled will aid in 
reaching that true solution of pending 
problems toward which all honest citi- 
zens aim. 


I desire also to express my deep ap- 


preciation of the liberality of opinion 
and devotion to principle which have 
led the members of your party to enter 
the ranks of another party in the selec- 
tion of a candidate. 


While I am grateful for the confi- 


dence which the Populists have ex- 
pressed in me, I am not vain enough to 
regard as personal their cxtraodinary 
manifestations of good will. The ties 
which bind together those who believe 
in the same great fundamental princi- 
ples are stronger than ties of affection, 
stronger even than the ties of blood, 
and co-operation between the reform 
forces is due to the fact that Demo- 
crats, Populists and Silver Republicans 
take the side of the people iu their 
contest against greed and agree in the 
application of Jeffersonian principles 
to the question immediately before us. 


In 1896 the money question was of 


paramount importance and the allies 
in that campaign united in the de- 
mand for the immediate restoration 
of silver by the independent action of 
this country at 1G to 1, the ratio which 
had existed since 1834. 
They were 


defeated, but that did not end the dis- 
cussion. 
The Democrats were defeat- 


ed in 13SS, but that did not put an end 
to tariff reform. 
The Eepublicans 


were defeated in 13D2, but that did not 
permanently overthrow the protective 
tariff. 


Defeat at the polls does not necessa- 


rily decide a great problem. Experi- 
ence, and experience alone, settles 
questions. 
If an increase in the vol- 


ume of the currency since 1396, al- 
though unpromised by the Republicans, 
and unexpected, has brought improve- 
ment in industrial conditions, this 
improvement, instead of answering 
the arguments put forth in favor of 
bimetallisu, only confirms the conten- 
tion of those who insisted that more 
money would make better times. 


The Republican party, however, 


while claiming credit for the increase 
in circulation, makes no permanent 
provision for adequate supply of stand- 
ard money. It denies the necessity for 
more real money, while it permits na- 
tional banks to expand the volume or 
paper promises to pay money. 


If the Populists felt justified in op- 


posing the Republican party when it 
sought to conceal its gold standard 
tendencies under the mask of interna- 
tional bimetallism, the 
opposition 


should be more pronounced in propor- 
tion as the Republican party more 
openly espouses gold monometallism. 


In 1890 the reform forces charged the 


Republican party with intending to 
retire the greenbacks. 
This charge, 


denied at the time, has been confessed 
by the financial bill, which converts 
greenbacks, when once redeemed, into 
gold certificates, and 
extends new 


privileges to banks of issue. If a Pop- 
ulist opposed the Republican party 
when its hostility to greenbacks was 
only suspected that opposition should 
be greater now since no one can longer 
doubt the purpose of the Republican 
party to substitute bank notes for 
greenbacks. 


It is true that the Populists believe 


in an irredeemable greenback, while 
the Democrats believe in a greenback 
redeemable in coin, but the vital ques- 
tion at this time, so far as paper money 
is concerned,is whether the government 
or banks shall issue it. There will be 
time enough to discuss the redeema- 
bility of the greenback when the green 
back itself is saved from the annihila- 
tion that now "threatens it. The Re- 
publican party is committed to a cur- 
rency system which necessitates a per- 
petual debt, while the Populist finds 
himself in agreement with the Demo- 
crats who believe in paying off the na- 
tional debt as rapidly as possible. 


If belief in an income tax justified a 


Populist in acting with the Democratic 
party in 1S96, what excuse can he find 
for aiding the Republican party now 
when even the exigencies of war have 
not been sufficient to bring that party 
to the support of the income tax prin- 
ciple? 
Populists believe in arbitra- 


tion now as much as they did in 1S90, 
and are as much opposed to govern- 
ment by injunction and the blacklisl 
as they were tbpn, and upon these sub. 
jects they have as much reason for 
co-operation with the Democratic party 
to-day as they had four years ago. 


Democrats and Populists alike favor 


the principle of direct legislation. I: 
any differences exist as to the extent 
to which the principle should be ap 
plied, these differences can be recon 
ciled by experiment. 


Democrats and Populists agree tha 


Chinese and other oriental labor should 
be excluded from the United Slates 
Democrats and Populists desire to so 
enlarge the scope of the interstate ac 
as to allow the commission to protec 
both persons and places from discrim 
ination and the public at large from 
excessive railroad rates. 


The Populists approve the deman 


set forth in the Democratic platform 
for a labor bureau, with a cabine 
officer at its head. 
Such an ofScia 


would keep the administration in clos 
touch with the wage earning portio 
of the population and go far towar 
Kcuring inch remedial legislation as 
the toilers need. 


In ia»6 the Populiets united with th 


Democrats in opposing the trusts, al- 
bough the question at that time ap- 
eared like a cloud scarcely larger than 
man's hand. To-day that cloud well 
igh overspreads the industrial sky. 
'he farmer does not participate in the 
roSts of any trust, but sorely feels 
he burden of them all. 
He is depend- 


nt upon the seasons for his income. 
Vhen he plants his crop he knows not 
whether it will be blessed with rain or 
'lighted with drought; he knows not 
whether wind will blow it down, or 
ail destroy it, or insects devour it, and 
he price of his crop is as uncertain as 
he quantity. 
If a private monopoly can suspend 
reduction and fix the price of raw ma- 
rerial as well as the price of finished 
roduet, the farmer, powerless to pro- 
rect himself when he sells, is plunder- 
d when he purchases. Can any far- 
jer hesitate to throw the influence of 
is ballot upon the side of those who 
esire to protect the public at large 
rom monopolies ? 
The fact that the trusts support the 


Republican party ought to be sufficient 
roof that they expect protection from 
t. The Republican party cannot be 
elied upon to extinguish the trusts so 
ong as it draws its campaign contri- 
utions from their overflowing vaults. 
The prosperity argument which the 
.epublicans bring forward to answer 
omplaints against the administration 
'ill not deceive the farmer. He knows 
hat two factors enter into his income, 
.rst, the size of his crop, and, second, 
he price which he receives for the 
ame. 
He does not return thanks to 


36 party in power for 
favorable 


eather and a bountiful harvest, and 
e knows that the Republican party 
as no policy which insures a perma- 
ent increase in agricultural pricis. 
iince he sells his surplus in a foreign 
larket he is net a beneficiary of the 
arifi, and since he produces merchan- 
ise and not money, he does not profit 
y the appreciation of the dollar. 
He knows that the much-vaunted 
rosperity, of which he has never had 
is share, is on the wane in spite of 
le unusual and unnatural stimulants 
vhich it has received during the last 
jree years. 
He knows that each 


iOnth of 1900 shows a larger number 
f failures than 
the corresponding 


lonth of 1S99 and that there is already 
marked tendency toward a decrease 
n the output of the factories. lie 
nows also that discoveries of gold, 
amines abroad and war on three coa- 
nents have not been able to raise the 
rice of farm products as rapidly as 
rusts and combinations have raised 
he price of the things which the far- 
mer buys. 


Our opponents have tried to make it 
ppear that we are inconsistent when 
pe desire a general rise in prices and 
et oppose an arbitrary rise in pro- 
ected manufactures or trust-made 
oods. There is no conflict whatever 
etween these two propositions. If a 
eneral rise in prices occurs because of 
permanent increase in the volume of 
oney all things adjust themselves to 
ae new level, and if the volume of 


money then increases in proportion to 


e demand for money, the price level 


emains the same and business can be 
one with fairness to all. 
If, however, the rise is arbitrary and 
nly affects a part of the products of 
abor.those whose products do not par- 
ieipate in the rise suffer because the 
urchasing power of their income is 
eereased. If a bad monetary system 
rags down the price of what he buys 
e burns the candle at botii euds and 
nust expect to suffer in comparison 
with those who belong to the classes 
more favored by legislation. 


It is sometimes urged by partisan 


5opulists that four years more of Re- 
ublican misrule would so aggravate 
conomic conditions as to make re- 
orms easier. No one can afford to aid 
n making matters worse in the hope 
f being able to make them better 
fterward, for in so doing he assumes 
esponsibilities which he may not be 
ble to remedy. No Populist, no mat- 
,er however sanguine, believes it pos- 
ible to elect a Populist president at 
his time, but the Popu'ist party may 
>e able to determine whether a Demo- 
rat or a Republican will be elected. 
Mr. Chairman, the Populist conven- 
ion,which your committee represents, 
nought it better to share with the 
Democrats in the honor of securing some 
:>f the reforms desired by your party 
han to bear the odium of remaining 
leutral in this great cricis, or of giving 
ipen or secret aid to the Republican 
mrty, which opposes all the reforms 
or which the Populists contend. 


Those who labor to improve the con- 


iitions which surround their fellow- 
men are apt to become impatient, but 
,hey must remember that it takes time 
,o work out great reforms. Let me 
llustrate by calling your attention to 
,he slow growth of public opinion in 
rapport of a proposition to which 
,here has been practically no opposi- 
:ion. 


President Johnson, in ISfiS, recom- 


mended a constitutional amendment 
providing for the election of United 
States senators by a direct vote of the 
people, but the recommendation met 
with no response. About 12 years 
ater General Weaver, then a member 
of congress, tried to secure the passage 
of a resolution submitting such an 
amendment.but his efforts were futile. 
In 1S92 the resolution recommended by 
President Johnson and urged by Con- 


ressman Weaver finally passed the 


house of representatives, but it has 
not yet reached a vote in the senate, 
and now, after eight years more of 
public discussion, the proposition for 
the first time received the indorsement 
of the national convention of one of 
the great parties. 


If the fusion forces win a victory 


this fall we shall see this reform ac- 
complished before the next presiden- 
tial election, and with its accomplish- 
ment, the people will find it easier to 
secure any remedial legislation which 
they may desire. But how halting 
has been the progress. Holland has 
said: 


Heavou is not gaiued by a single bound. 
We build the ladder by which we rise 


From the lowly earth to the vaulted skies 


And we mount to its summit round by 
round." 


And so it is with the great social an. 


political movements. Great problems 
are solved slowly, but struggling hu 
manity marches on, step by step, con 
tent if at each nightfall it can pitch 
its tent on a little higher ground. 


I have called attention to the issue: 


which, brought the Democrats and 
Populists together and which justifies 


the co-operation during the last four 
years. Let me now invite your at- 
.ention to new questions which would 
ustify co-operation at this time, even 
though we differed upon all economic 
questions. It is not our fault that 
.hese new questions have been thrust 
nto the arena of politics; it is not our 
suit that the people have been called 
to consider questions of ever-inereas- 
ng magnitude. In 1S90 the tariff 
question was the principal subject of 
discussion and the Democratic party 
contended that the masses were carry- 
ng a burden of unjust and unneces- 
sary taxes. In 1S92 the tariff question 
was still the principal issue between 
.he Democratic and Republican par- 
ies, although in the west and south 
,he money question was assuming 
jreater and greater proportions, and 
phe Populists were contending that our 
monetary system was more responsi- 
)le than the tariff laws for the depres- 
iion in agriculture and the distress ex- 
sting among the wage earners. 


In 189G the whole question of taxa- 


.ion became of secondary importance 
because of the increased boldness of 
those who opposed the gold and silver 
coinage of the constitution. 
When the 


Republicans declared at St. Louis that 
.he restoration of bimetallism in this 
country, although desirable, was im- 
possible without the aid of the leading 
commercial nations of the world, the 
'opulists and Silver Republicans join- 
ed the Democrats in asserting the 
right and duty of the American people 
,o shape their financial system for 
phemselves, regardless of the action of 
>ther nations. 


The failure of the Republican party 


;o secure international bimetallism 
and its open espousal of the gold 
itandard still keep the money ques- 
,ion in politics, but no economic ques- 
•ion can compare in importance with a 
[uestion which concerns the principle 
and structure of government. Systems 


f taxation can be changed with less 
liffleulty than financial systems, and 
financial systems can be altered with 
ess danger and less disturbances to 
he country than the vital doctrine 
upon which free government rests. 


In the early sixties when we were 
ngaged in a contest which was to 
.etermine whether we should have one 
•epublic or two questions of finance 
vere lost sight of. Silver was at a 
premium over gold and both gold and 
diver were at a premium over green- 
>acks and bank notes, but the people 
;ould not afford to divide over the 
money question in the presence of a 
greater issue. 


And so to-day we are engaged in a 


Controversy which will determine 
vhether we are to have a republic in 
finch the government derives its just 
towers from the consent of the gov- 
erned or an empire in which brute 
orce is the only recognized source of 
power. In a government where the 
>eople rule every wrong can be right- 
ed and every evil remedied, but when 
tnce the doctrine of self-government 
s impaired and might is substituted 
or right there is no certainty that any 
luestion will ba settled correctly. 


A colonial policy would so occupy 


ihe people with the consideration of 
the nation's foreign policy that domes- 
,ic questions 
would be neglected. 


'Who will haul down the flag?" or 
Stand by the president!" would be the 
)rompt response to every criticism of 
;he administration and corruption and 
special privilege would thrive under 
,he cover of patriotism. 


It is not strange that the Populists 


should oppose militarism and imperi- 
alism, for both are antagonistic to the 
principles which Populists apply to 
other questions. 
Looking atquestions 


'rom the standpoint of the producer of 
wealth, rather than from the stand. 
)oint of the speculator, the Populist 
recognizes in militarism a constant 
and increasing burden. The army 
worm which occasionally destroys a 
field of wheat is not nearly so danger- 
ous an enemy to the farmer as a large 
standing army, which invades every 
ield of industry and exacts toll from 
every crop. 


If 100,000 men are withdrawn from 
e ranks of the producers and placed 


as a burden on the backs of those who 
remain, it must mean longer hours, 
larder work and greater sacrifices for 
those who toil, and the farmer, while 
he pays more than his share of expen- 
ses of the army, has no part in army 
contracts or in developing companies 
and his sons are less likely to £11 the 
life positions in the army than the 
sons of those who, by reason of wealth 
or political prominence.exert influence 
at Washington. ' 


Soon after the Republican leaders 


began to suggest the propriety of a 
colonial policy the papers published 
an interview given out from San Fran- 
:iseo by a foreign consul residing at 
Manila. He declared that the people 
of the United States owed it to them- 
selves, to other nations and to the Fil- 
ipinos to hold the Philippine islands 
permanently. 
At the conclusion of 


the interview there appeared the sig- 
nificant statement that the gentleman 


as visiting the United States for the 


purpose of organizing a company for 
the development of the Philippine 
islands. 


A few days later on his way east he 


[rave out another interview in which 
tie explained that the company which 
he intended to organize would estab- 
lish backs at Manila and at other 
places throughout 
the islands and 


build 
electric light plants, 
water 


plants, street car lines, railroads, fac 
tories, etc. It seemed that the plan 
of his syndicate was to do all the de- 
veloping and leave the rest of the 
American people nothing to do in the 
matter except to furnish an army suf- 
ficient to hold the Filipinos in subjec- 
tion while they were being developed. 


At the present rate we will spend annu- 


ally upon the army approximately half 
as much as we spend for education in 
the United States and this immense sum 
is wrung from the taxpayers by sys- 
tems of taxation which overburden the 
poor man and under tax the rich man. 


In the presence of such an issue as 


mi itarism it is impossible that any 
Populist should hesitate as to his duty 
But even the menace of militarism is 
but a part of the question of imperial' 
ism. 
The policy contemplated by the 


Republican party nullifies every prin 
eiple set forth in the Declaration of In 
dependence, strikes a blow at popular 
government and robs the nation of its 
moral prestige. Already the more ad 
vanced supporters of the colonial idea 
po'nt to the economy of a system o: 


government which entrusts all power 
to an executive and>does away with the 
necessity for legislation. 


The Army and Navy Journal in its 


issue of August 4 commends the English 
system and declares that as a result of 
this system a fifth of the world's area, 
containing a fifth of its population, is 
ruled with tat administrative economy 
which is an administrative marvel, and 
adds : 


"One million, two hundred thousand 


dollars spent in London is the price of 
administrative order over a colonial 
rule, whose total budgets aggregate 
SI,724,354,890, or 50 per cent, more than 
our total of federal, state, county and 
village expenditure for every possible 
purpose for which taxes are levied. In 
contrast to the results of this system of 
excessive administration the fact is 
cited that the American congress has 
spent an entire winter wrestling with 
the tariff, the taxation, the administra- 
tion and the personal rights of two lit- 
tle islands. 
"The English executive is an imperial 
executive. The British parliament is 
an imperial legislature. To the same 
system we are coming by the decree of 
circumstances as inevitable as that of 
a fate. If this be imperialism, make 
the most of it. So far as citizenship is 
concerned, the British empire is one, 
but beyond the limits of the United 
Kingdom the citizen lives under a rule 
essentially monarchical and not re- 
stricted by the constitutional limita- 
tions of the parliamentary system." 


Thus does imperialism bear out its 


supporters back toward the dark ages. 
There is no middle ground between the 
Atcerican and the European policy. 
If this nation remains true to its prin- 
ciples, its traditions and its history, it 
cannot hold colonies. If it enters up- 
on a colonial career, it must repudiate 
the doctrines that governments derive 
their just powers from the consent of 
the governed. 


When such an issue is raised there 


can be only two parties—the party, 
vhatever its name may be, which be- 
ieves in a republic, and the partyi 
whatever its name, which believes in 
an empire, and the influence of every 
citizen is consciously or uneonscions- 
.y, intentionally or unintentionaDy, 
ihrown upon one side or the other. 


Where the divine right of kings is 


•ecognized the monarch can grant dif- 
ierent degrees of liberty to different 
subjects. The people in England can 
>e led in one way aud the people of 
Canada in another, the people of Ire- 
and m another, while the people of 
!ndia may be governed according to 
still different forms. But there can be 
no variety in a republic. The doctrine 
of a republic differs from the doctrine 
of a monarchy, as the day differs from 
ihe night, and between the two doc- 
irines there is and ever has been an 
.rrepressible conflict 
Queen Victoria 


las recognized this necessary antagon- 
.sm between the Democratic and im- 
jerial form of government. In pro- 
roguing parliament a few days ago she 
aid : 
"Believing that the continued politi- 


cal independence of the republics would 
be a constant danger to the peace of 
South Africa, I authorized the annexa- 
iion of the Orange Free State.'' 


A republic is always a menace to a 


monarch, just as it is always a menace 
;o error. Self government, being the 
natural government, must necessarily 
create dissatisfaction among the sub- 
jects of those governments which build 
upon some other foundation than the 
consent of the governed. 
What the 


Orange Free State and Transvaal re- 
publics are to South Africa our repub- 
ic is to the world and only our increas- 
ing' strength and the wide Atlantic 
lave protected us from the inextin- 
uishable hostility which must ever 


exist between those who support a 
throne and those who recognize the 
citizen as the sovereign. 


Every step taken toward imperia1- 


ism by this nation meets with prompt 
and 
effective encouragement from 


Europe. Lincoln pointed to the inter- 
est which European nations have in 
the abandonment here of the doctrine 
of equal rights. He said : 


"The principles of Jefferson are the 


definitions and axioms of free society. 
And yet they are denied and evaded 
with no small show of success. One 
dashingly calls them 'glittering gener- 
alities.' Another bluntly calls them 
self evident lies.' And others insidi- 
ously argue that they apply to'superior 
races.' These expressions, differing in 
forms, are identical in object and ef- 
fect—supplanting the principles of 
free government and restoring those 
of classification, caste and legitimacy. 
They would delight a convocation of 
crowned heads plotting against the 
people. They are the vanguard, the 
miners and sappers of returning despot- 
ism. We must repulse them or they 
will subjugate us." 


Our opponents say that the world 


would laugh at us if we should give in- 
dependence to the Fillipinos. 
Yes, 


kings would laugh, aristocrats would 
laugh, and those would laugh who de- 
ny the inalienable rights of men and 
despise the humble folk who "along the 
cool sea crested vale of life keep the 
noiseless tenor of their way," but let 
this nation stand erect, and spurning 
the bribes of wealth and power, show 
that there is a reality in the principles 
which we profess ; let it show that 
there is a difference between a repub" 
lie and a monarchy and the oppressed 
in every land will see in our flag the 
hope of their own deliverance and, 
whether they are bleeding upon the 
battlefield or groaning beneath 
a 


tyrant's lash, will raise their eyes to- 
ward heaven and breathe a fervent 
prayer for the safety of our republic. 
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"Boy."

WHERE PRICES ARE STEADY. 


Tbe Monntnln Dealer Objected to • 


Fnll For Religious ReitMon*. 


"That reminds me indirectly," sold 


the other drummer, "of a yarn I heard 
lately over in South Carolina told at 
the expense of a peculiarly guileless 
old clmp who keeps a little crossroads 
store up in tlie mountains. Everybody 
wears boots in that part of the country, 
and, as the story goes, the old fellow 
had been buying his stock for many 
years of a manufacturer in a big city 
not 1,000 miles away. He paid $6 a 
pair for his boots whpn he first went 
into business, and the maker had con- 
tinued charging him the same figure 
year after year regardless of the fact 
that the market price had been steadily 
going down. Tlie old storekeeper, se- 
cluded from the world in his mountain 
home, never dreamed that he was be- 
ing fleeced and took pride In paying Ills 
bills with clocklike punctuality.

This privilege Is often denied 
the bidder, however, and he gets well 
along with his work before the fact 
dawns upon him that he Is on a losing 
venture. It is then too late to go back 
on the job, and the result is that the 
party who is doing the buildiny and 
the contractors also are losers, and this 
because of the natural inclination of 
the contractor to shirk in order not to 
lose any more than he is absolutely 
obliged to in order to get out on the 
bad deal.

Commnnlontlou From The Fainoaii Gold 


Field! or Alaska. 


The following interesting informa- 


tion about the famous Rold fields of 
Alaska was obtained from a letter 
written by F. B. Moore to bis sister, 
Mrs. D. A. Barnhart, of Sidney, Neb.: 


NOME CITY, ALASKA, Jane 10, 1900. 


DEAR SISTER:—1 suppose you are 


wondering how we survived the winter, 
and also, the prospects for gold. The 
winter was a long one but we worried 
the time away all right. Our health 
was and is fine. I weighed 17G pounds 
tbis winter. I have been working out 
on the creek on one of ray claims, or 
th-5 company's claims. 
We are just 


getting it in working order. Three 
of us took out in four days 14 ounces. 
We expect to do some good work later 
on. The largest nugget we found was 
.vorth S3 60. I came in town yester- 
day noon; had to slopwork on account 
of snow. It snowed several days in 
the last week. You cannot work with 
gold where there is snow floating; it 
picks it up like quicksilver. 


There will be gold galore come from 


here this summer. A good many of the 
ereeks will prove good. The beach at 
a place called Tobkok was immensely 
rich. Men made all they needed in a 
couple of creeks. I missed it that I 
did not go down. It is sixty miles 
from here. I was onto it in good sea- 
son, but did not take any stock in the 
report, so got left. If the claims Min- 
nie and I have are any good we are all 
right, but the majority of them may 
not be worth anything.

them will decide it. 


We bad a fine winter here, 43 below 


was the coldest, and that for one day 
ouly. 
Thirty and 32 is nice weather. 


A gentleman and myself were out on a 
trip one day and made camp in the eve- 
ning and could not build a fire to save 
us; it was cold, 50 made down our bed 
and turned in. It kept getting colder 
until we conld not stand it longer, we 
got up and went to town, 16 miles. 
Made the run in 3% hours; had a good 
dog team. It doesn't seem credible 
that a person could run behind a team 
that distance in that time, but it is no 
trouble. 


There are about a dozen boats in 


bere now and dozens more on their 
way. I don't know what the people 
are going to do that are coming. 
The 


beach is worked out for sixty miles on 
either side of the town. It was worked 
all winter; men took out the pay dirt 
and piled it up and washed it a month 
and a half ago and went on farther. 
Machines can make it pay to work the 
ground over again, but to rock it will 
not pay and the ereeks are being work- 
ed by men that were here all winter. 


The bark Alaska went ashore tbis 


week and is a total wreck. Had a full 
cargo and the people are picking up 
goods yet. 
There were forty passen- 


gers on her, but all were rescued. 
There were two men drowned here 
Wednesday; they were on a little 
steam yacht; she turned over and the 
water was so rough they could not 
reach shore; they 
were 
drowned 


within a hundred feet of shore in the 
presence of hundreds of people who 
were powerless to save them. The 
water was something terrible. There 
is no harbor at all. Every time a 
storm comes up the steamers have to 
pull out to sea and wait until it ealms 
down. I will not be surprised to hear 
of or see disasters on these waters. 
All the boats that have got in so far 
had a hard time getting through the 
ice. 
Some are out yet drifting with 


the ice. 


Ed. Jessen came down from Dawson, 


over the ice, on a bicycle, seventeen 
hundred miles in thirty days. The 
Jessen family are all coming in and 
will be here in a few days. 


We have everything about in the 


eating line here now. 
Beef is high; 


the best steak is SI.50 per pound; cu- 
cumbers are SI each ; eggs 50 cents per 
dozen. 
Coal is the scarcest article 


as yet. 
Lumber is high, $150 
per 


thousand. 
Carpenters' and painters' 


wages are S15 per day; will be cheaper 
a little later. 


I received your letter about six weeks 


ago that was written last fall. Mail is 
slow getting here after navigation 
closes. A two-cent stamp is all that is 
necessary for here.

There are quite a 


Timely Information Concerning Teacher*1 


Meeting!. 


Rscognizing the great necessity for 


teachers' meetings and the influence 
for good that they bear on the admin- 
istration of school affairs, I call the 
teachers of Juniata township to meet 
at the school bouse at Burns' Mill, 
September 23, there to arrange for the 
local institutes to bo held in Juniata 
for the school year of 1900 and 1001. 
In arranging for these meetings the 
first to be considered will be the timi 
to hold them. For instance, there are 
eleven schools in the township and it 
would be well to hold a meeting at 
each. Let us arrange, then, to hold 
them at the schools at the northern 
and southern limits of the township 
early in the fall while the weather 
remains nice. This will bring the 
centrally located schools into order 
when the weather is cold and it is un- 
pleasant for teachers to attend. Begin- 
ning with 
Burns' at the northern 


limit, the next will be Gimp Run at 
the 
southern 
limit. 
Eily, 
next 


farthest north, will be followed by 
West End, next farthest south. Me- 
Girr will ba followed by Mowry ; New 
Buena Vista by Ling, thus making 
Diehl, Filson and Corley come in last, 
when it will be bad to travel on ac- 
count of inclement weather. 


The next thing in order will be to 


ask the board to co-opsrate with us. 
Teachers should be fiaed for non-attend- 
ance on local institutes. L?t us ask 
the board to enforce this by keeping 
the amount of the fine off their wages 
each and every time they fail to attend 
They should be fined also when they 
do attend but fail to take part in the 
work, the same to be kept off their 
wages. A chairman should be elected to 
serve the entire term. Great care and 
sound judgment should govern the 
teachers ia the selection of a chairman, 
since the one holding the best certifi- 
cate is not necessarily the best quali- 
fied to hold the chairmanship. 
He 


should be chosen with regard to' bis 
zeal, experience and executive ability. 
Two vice-presidents should be elected 
in order that one might fill the chair in 
the absence of the chairman. A cor- 
responding secretary also should be 
elected and a manager of queries. The 
latter can be appointed by the chair at 
each meeting to serve during session 
as heretofore, if we see fit to so ar- 
range it. Right here it would be well 
to say that a great deal depends upon 
the writing of good queries. This 
should not be left to be done entirely 
at time of meeting, but each teacher, 
or any one who expects to be present, 
should prepare his queries beforehand 
and bring them along to the meeting. 
This may seem like a precedent, but 
there seems to be a great lack of inter- 
est along this line and, in order to 
awaken the slumbering energies, some 
different arrangement must be made. 
Let each teacher, then, carefully do 
his part, and we shall see a general 
brightening up all along the line of 
work. Our respected superintendent, 
our good board of directors and all 
friends of education in general are re- 
spectfully requested to attend and as- 
sist in the rendition of the programme 
if they see fit. A programme to be
